DIYORCES AND DIVORCE LAWS,
———— = ——
“Noew Emngiamder' for July—FPresi
dent Woolasy om Divosxce.

The New Englander for July is Iust published,
The Naow Englander 13 not s technlenlly theo-
logieal reviaw, but this number is to a consider
able extent of u theological cuaracter, and the
subjects dizcussed are lmporisnl,

Frofessor Flsher contributes an article on the
Auvgustician and the Federal Theorles of Original
Bin, in which the differences are brouzht out
between the two syetems of theology taught at
Princeton and New Huven. I'he doctrine of sin
is, of course, of fundamental yuporiance in the
Christinn system; hul it should be distinguished
from theories of human invention which atempt
to elucidute it, althoogh these (heories ave of
vaequal merit, Taree theorles are notived in
Pro essor Fisher's article—the Augustinlan doc-
trine of our participation m Adam's sin; the
Federal theory (matutsined at Princeton) of the
twputation of Adam's sin, on the ground of a
suppostd covenant of God with him, participa.
tion being denied: and the semi-Federal theory,
which united participation with covennot hewd-
slip, and wans the trunsition poiut from the
Augustinian to the modern theory,

Toe r=ticle traces the course of thealogy on
this great subject from the Latin father down
through the middle ages and the woitings of the
Refoimers, A prominent featare of It i8 the
inyvestigation into the origin of the go-called
Federal theology, and of the proeess by which
it grudually suppleoted the older view in the
Calviutstie theology,

Ihe object of Professor T.mothy Dwight's
a=ticle, which I& n review of Dr. Hodge's Com-
mentary on 1'ymaos, v, 12-19, is to show that
Dr. Hodge's interpret.ation ot the several words
oud phrases ol (he passaze 18 not, fis he cinlms,
“the simple nod natural one,” and that the great
majority of the best commentators do not accept
his view. This i& done by examining each of
the impor ant parts of the passaye, snid proviog
that Dr, Hodge is mist2kea—4 8t in his expla-
pat'on of the phrise “they all sinoed,” 1n verse
12; secondly, in his view of verses 13 aad 14 In
their beartog upon that phrase; thizdly, in bis
statements respreting the thought contmned in
verses 10-17; aud fourthly, 1o Lis interprotation
of the words “*were muade sinaera” of verse 19,
aud their conpection with the 18tk verse,

The meaning given by the Princetoa theolos
giana to the phiase ‘they all sinoed.™ viz.,
“silnued putarively,” is wsserted by Professor
Dwight to be lncousiatent with the usage of the
verb in the Greek langasge; e further remarks
that it id not requizod by the aorist tense, and s
inconsistent with the proper meaning of the kin-
dred novwn *‘#in,” which is found four times
in the immediately preceding and succeeding
context.

In regard to the réferemce to mfan's wh'ch
Dr. Hodge finds 1w tha 13th and 14th verses,
Professor Dwight maintains that this interpretn-
tion throws confusion into the whole reasoning
of {he verses; that no reason cag b2 given loc
referring o the inlants before the btume of
Moses rather than those since that time; thal
the words used not ouly do not vatarally refer
to infants, but that any such referencs is incon-
glstent with Paul’s use of other words in the
VerseS—u3 ¢ q., the words transgressioa wad
the law.

The 16th, 16th, and 17th verses are next dis-
cusscd, and the four reasons given by Dr, Hodge
un untavlishing his canciraostion and axplanstion
of those verses nve ex._mined and asserted by
Professor Dwight to be without toundation,
And Gnally the reviewer remnrks tha! his state.
ment that the phrase, “*were made sinners.” in
verse 19, 13 equivalent to “were regarded ns
sinpers,’? is one which eannat be maintuined:
but thaut, on the contrary, Paul shows by the use
of these words that he refers to actunl and not
putative sinnine,

1he article of Presldent Woolsey on “Divorge"
is the fiith of a series of wost valuuble and
interestiog articles on this subject, now becom-
Ing of such practical importince, The present
article on “Divorce Legi:lation in the United
States” 15 based on & earcful cxamination of the
statutes of twenty-three States, incladlog ne.arly
all the older ones. The facts brought out are
startling, and deserve the thoughtiul considerae
tion ol ull guod citizens.

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CAUSES OF DIVORCE.

‘““The causes of divorce are given in
the varions reports preseuted to the Legisla-
tures, Some of the lnformation we unnex.

desertion,60; intolerable severity, 126; for relusal
to support, 13; with 20 others, in most of which
more causes than one are meotioned. In Massn-
chuselts, out of 1204 divoices grauted in about
five years, there were for adultery, 644, or 423
per ceut,; for descriion, 58). or 456 per comt,;
for cruelty, 122, or 84 per ceul.; 15 for intem.
perance, and 21 miscellaneous. Here the large
ratio for ndultery I3 startling, Can this repre-
gent the real sinle of the enseé? Io Ohio, out of
2081 cnses of which the canses are particularly
assigned, Lthere were granted tor adultery, 9d5;
